In ids last start, 
Kelsay uave Idni a poor ride, result iiiK in tlie 
horse’s failnn* to race prominently at an.v part.

As the premier American sire for the last three | 
years, RriHunstick has acquired a measure of 
fame strictly in accordance with his brilliant 
record in liis days of activity on the race track. 

It is good to see the stout line founded at Belle 
Meade b.v Queen JIary’s son Ronnie Scotland, going 
so strongly in these days. Furthermore when 
Rroomstiek’s days are over, it is quite probable 
that his magnificent son Whisk Rroora II., to men- 
tion no others, will l>e found entirely competent 
to maintain that male line which rends Ronnie 
Scotland, Rramble, Ren Rrush and RriKimstick. 

It was the big-bodied and big-minded Pitts- 
burgh turfman. Captain Samuel S. Rrown, who 
launched Rroomstick into his racing <-areer. His 
debut v.as in the Juvenile Stakes at Morris Park, 
Ma.v 7, 1903. In this his chance was esteemed so 
lightl.v that he went to the post at 12 to 1, G. 15. 
Morris’ Star Ruby colt Precious .Stone being an 
even-money favorite, with Palml)earer second 
choice. The race was at five-eighths straight and, 
in a rattling finish, Rroomstick, ridden by the now 
successful trainer George Odom, won b.v a head 
with I’recions Stone second, a similar distance in 
front of Palmbearer. The race was run in fifty- 
nine seconds and five more ran unplaced. All c.ir- 
ried 122 pounds, with the usual allowances to fil- 
lies and geldings. 3’his emphatic introilnction so 
imi>n“s.sed race-going folks, that wlien he next ap- 
innired in public he was a red-hot favorite himself 
at 9 to 10. This was in the Expectation Stakes 
at Gravesend and, making short work of his op- 
ponents, he won by three lengths, with Tim .Sul- 
livan second and Dimple third. Here he ran five- 
eighths in 1:00% with 122 pounds up and gave 
from seven to ten iMuinds to his opponents. 

A more important success, in money won, at- 
tended his next essay. This was in the rich Great 
American Stakes at Gravesend, .Tune 0. It was at 
five-eighths and carrying 1’25 pounds to 115 on his 
comiietitors, he won easily in 1:00 with Stal- 
wart second and Tim Sullivan third. That same 
Stalwart, in time, la‘eame konwn as a great race 
horse and stayer himself. This was all bighl.v sat- 
isfactory, but his next race brought Rroomstick 
his first reverse, but no disgrace. At Sheepsiiead 
Ray, June 27. with 129 pounds on his back, he was 
one of ten starters in the Great Trial Stakes at 
three-quarters of a mile and was laniten a length 
bv I’nlsns in 1:13%. His stable mate. Conjurer, 
w-as third, while Alliance. Stalwart, Magistrate, 
Roxwood, AristfK-racy, Kockaway and Gallant ran 
unplaced. The winner carried 1’22 pounds and was 1 
a good colt. After that Rroomstick won no more ] 
races as a two-.vear-old, but finished second to 
Gallant in the Spring Stakes at the same track; 
second to Aristocracy in the Saratoga Siiecial and 
second to Highball In the Flatbush Stakes at the 
Sheepshead Ray full meeting. Pulsus was third in 
this and the favorite Didhi, sire of that good colt 
Dominant ran, unplaced. Highball was a great colt 
tliat day and ran the seven-eighths of the race in 
1:25%. At least a dozen two-year-olds of quite 
extraordinary merit were out that year and the 
great stakes were fiercely contested. 

Rroomstick’s ndnrn to racing as a three-year- 
old was in a purse race at Morris Park. May 12. 
1901, in which he defeated Runnels and Jocund 
at seven-eightlis of a mile in l:2tlV4. Then he 
was Ix'aten three times la‘fore winning again. In 
the Standard Stakes at Gravesend he was unplaced 
to Major Daingerfield, Africander and Hermis. In 
the Coney Island Handicap of three-quarters at 
Sheepshea'd Ray he ran second to Lady T’ncas, giv- 
ing lier twenty iKuinds and tieating thirteen other 
swift ones. In the Swift Stakes at seven -eighths 
he finislied third to Stalwart and Bryn Mawr in 
l:2(i%, carrying 12l> pounds to 111 on Stalwart. 
Then on a sloppy track he ran a mile in 1 :.3S% 
and defeated the famous AVaterboy. Rapid AA’ater 
and Reliable at weight for age. His next essay 
was in the Brighton Handicap of a mile and a 
quarter at Rrigliton Reach, in which he ran the 
race of his career and won enduring fame. 

It was emphatically a race of giants, the

starters, weights and order of the finish being: 
Rroomstick, 3. 104 iiounds; Irish Lad. 4, 127; 

Highball. 3, 115; Eugenia Burch, 4, 110; AVater- 
Ito.v, 5, 129; Ort AA'ells, 3, lUS, and Major Dain- 
gerfield, 5. 124. In the lietting AVaterboy was a 
prime favorite at 9 to 5, while it was 11 to 5 
against Ort AA'ells, 3% to 1, Irish Lad; 0 to 1, 
Rroomstick; 25 to 1, Higliball, and 40 to 1, the 
otliers. Because of coming out to Chicago and 
winning the American Derby Highball had gained 
the extreme is-nalty of twelve iMiunds. This was 
snpiKised to put him out of court and accounts 
for the long place against him. Big weight and 
all. Irish I-ad, one of the ganiest horses that ever 
wore a saddle, went right out in front and, with 
Rroomstick sticking to him like a leech, ran the 
first mile in 1:37%,, and keeping riglit on at this 
liigh rate of speed, apiH-ared tlie winner in tin* 
str»‘tch. Rut when nearing the finish he fell badly 
lame, broke down in fact, and swerved badl.v. 
Tiiis enabled Rroomstick to get up and. in a bull- 
dog finish, he won from Irish Lad liy a head. 
Highball ran third all the way and fnished four 
lengths Tack. The race was run in the. then 
almost unbeliei'able, time of 2:02%. Olamb.ala 
afterwards equalled this time, but it remained for 
Rroomst ii-k’s great son AA'hisk Broom II. to efface’ 
it and substitute a mark that will probabl.v stand 
shiKiting at for many a year. AA'hen such a horse 
as AVaterbo.v was tx'aten off, the severity of this 
grand contest can b<‘ imagined. 

After this remarkable demonstration of his 
prowess RriMimstick started in nine more races in 
Ids three-year-old form, of which lie won tiiree, 
was s“cond in four and third in two. In his next 
rai-e li«’ ran third to AVaterboy and Rosetint at a 
mile and an eighth in i:,52, then finished second to 
Ort AA’ells in the Brighton Derby, but was dis- 
<|iialified for interference, Ort AA’ells running the 
mile and a half of the rats* in 2:;T2%. He was 
another bright star in a remarkable galux.v. At 
Saratoga Rrisunstick had eas.v pre.v in the ’fravers 
Kt;ikes and, taking tip 129 iMiniids. won all tlio way. 
running its mile and a iiuarter in 2:0<5%. Robadil 
was second and Conjurer third. In tlie Merch.-ints 
and Citizens’ llandicap, at a mile and an eighth, 
-Tohn Sanford’s fl.ving mare Moll.v Brant won from 
him by a length in 1:51% with six high-class ones 
liehiml the pair, but he had his revenge on her 
later on at ,Sheepshead Ray when he beat her, 
JlnrstlKuirne and Kigliglit at a mile in 1:39%. At 
tl«* same meeting he won the Flying Handicap 
from Lady Amelia, Mineola and three other fast 
sprinters at three-quarters of a mile in 1:13%. 
Afterwards he ran third to Stalwart and Major 
Daingerfield in tlie Annual Champion Stakes at 
two miles and a quarter in 3:.54’%; second to the 
famous Beldame in the Second Sjieclal with Mc- 
Chesney third, and se<-<ind to Stalwart in tlie Hin 
d(K) Stakes, the last two races taking place at 
Gravesend. 

Rroomstick won five races when a four-year-old, 
all of which wen* purses. Rut b.v reason of rnu- 
ning to places in several rich stakes, including 
the $.50,000 Great Republic Stakes, his earnings 
fcKited up a respectable sum. That was his last 
.vear of racing and he was sent into the stud. 
Following the death of Captain Rrown he was 
purchased by Mr. AA'hltney when the horses of the 
Rrown estate were sohl. .A great bargain was then 
secured. 

Of American sires of the present, tlie progeny 
of Hastings have won more than a million dolhirs 
and he is the leader in that respect. Probably 
Star Shoot is second to him now. Rut Broomstick 
is such a remarkable sire of speed and hardihood 
that. l)eing still a young horse in stud life, it is 
iiuite within the bounds of probability that he 
may surpass even Hastings’ great record. At any 
rate he is well on the way. His pedigree and the 
winnings of his sons and daughters at home and 
abro:id are here given. His son Kempion has won 
valuable races in India, but the figures are not 
I available. 



Lexington to Lead Off April 27 — ^Various Measures 
Proposed, All of 'Which Lie Over Until All 
Commission Is Present. 



Louisville, K.v., March 20. — The Kentuck.v State 
Racing Commission met here today and went into 
executive .session after hearing requests for dates 
made by Harvey M.vers, president of the Latonia 
Jockey Club; John Ili'chmeister, manager of the 
Douglas Park Jockey Club; JIatt .T. AA’inii, manager 
of Churchill Downs, and G. D. AVilson of the Ken- 
tucky Association at Lexington. Members of the 
commission iiresent wer«‘ .Messrs. Charles F. Grain- 
ger, T. II. I’allHit and Allie AV. Young, constituting 
quorum. Chairman ,T. N. Camden and Gen. AV. R. 
laldeman iH’ing absent. Man.v turfmen gathered in 
the lobbies of the Seelbaeh Hotel, where the meet- 
ing was held, including (Jene Elrod. I’eter AVimmer, 
Jrover anil Hundley Raker, AVill AA'allaee, AV. II. 
jandeniann, .1. K. Ktringfield, AA’aller II. Pearce, 
Judge AA'illiam II. Shelley and many others, who 
had recentl.v arrived from the south and from the 
blue grass region. 

T. Rradle.v and others presented a lietition 
signed b.v numerous breeders and former bri’eders 
sking for the appointment of certain officials, 
which was rei-eived and filed. 

The commission alloted the following dates: 
I.s‘xington — Twelve days, from April 27 to Alay 
10 inclusive. 

Churchill Downs — Thirteen dn.vs from May 1.3 
(Di'rby day) to Jla.v 27. ini’lnsive. 

Douglas Park — Thirteen days, from May 29 to 
June 12. inclusive. 

Latonia — Twenty-four days, from June 14 to 
Jiil.v 11. inclusive. 

The commission will meet again here on April 
10 ;it 11:30 a. m. to anooint racing officials. Sev- 
eral resolutions were offered, notabl.v one to en- 
courage long-distance racing, by providing that 
there shall be more long races. .Another resolu- 
tion was to repeal rule 11. which provides that the 
commission sliall apiKont the officials and substitute 
for it till' old rule that the.v In' named by the vari- 
ous associations. These resolutions will go over 
until the next meeting, to be considered by the full 
membership. 

The following commission, with .A. R. Hancock as 
chairman, was appointed to draft a resolution and 
consider methods of fostering long-distance racing.

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RESTITUTION ASKED AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans. L,t.. March 20. — Some of the stock- 
holders of the Business Men’s Racing .Association 
will seek to oust those directors who voted them- 
selves and others* part of tlie profits of tlie recent 
Fair Grounds meeting. .A demand will he made 
that the money be returned at a meeting next 
AA'ednesda.v night. A committee of stock holders, 
headed b.v Archibald A. Marx, chairman, and K. 
S.. Eilil.v, Jr., seeretar.v. has sent out circular let- 
ters asking all stock holders to attend tlie meeting. 
Alarx and other members of the committee refused 
to divulge their plans for forcing the directors 
and others to return the money voted to themselves. 

“Some of the business men who went into the 
racing association am merel.v going to show the 
public that they are not going to stand for the 
breaking of their word nr faith; that is all,” said 
Alarx, when asked for a statement. I’art of the 
circular sent out reads: 

“AA’hile appreciating the services of those otlicers 
and directors who liave made a success of the asso- 
ciation and who manfully opiKised the payment of 
salaries to directors and officers, we can find no 
words strong enough to condemn the action of these 
members of the iKiaril who, in the face of public 
opinion and with the full knowledge that their 
action would be condemned, have voted salaries to 
themselves to which we feel that they were not 
morally entitled, and we consider it the diit.v of all 
stock holders to demand restitution of the money 
so taken.” 

“If you believe that the races should be per- 
petu.ited as a lienefit to the cit.v of New Orleans, 
then do your dut.v and see that the control of the 
association is ))laeed in the hands of men who will 
act honorably and in the interest of the public and 
not for selfish iiersonal gain.”

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY, 

From lieadumirtiM's at San .liiloido adviees of 
yi slerday said: Fram iseo Villa, on wliose iiidis- 

tiiiet trail Geiier;il 1’i‘rsldng’s eavalry are riding, 
still decline'll today to offer resistaiic'O. Geni'ral 
Fuiiston's ri'iiorts from the commander of tin* ex- 
l>editionar.r forces told tlie inaniier in wliieh the 
forc'cs are oiierating south of Casas tlrandes, but 
ofTi'red little' re'iison for a belief tliat any elasb 
wifli file re.'treatiiig bandits would oe'e-nr today or 
e'veii tomorrow. Most of tlie infferniation renieliing 
General Pi'rsliing iiidii'iitc'd tliat Villa was heading 
for the nioiiiitains in the Guerrero district. Ameri- 
eiiiis who liave imssi'd many .years in tliat part of 
Mexico are lieing used as .se-onts and guides over tlie 
trails that lead to the south and east of Casas 
Gnineles. 'Pill' force' actnall.v be'ing used in the eliasi' 
of Villa was strengtliene'd today )iy the arrival at 
Casas Grandes of detae liments of the 'Pliirteenth In- 
fantry and four field artilh'ry and the aero seinad- 
roii. Ri'iiorts to army lieaelquarters did not indii'iite 
wlietlic'r the aeroplane's moved forward on their 
trucks or ley flying. It is assumed liere tliat Gen- 
eral I’ersliiiig will iiiime'diiitely avail himself of 
tlie service of the eiglit aeroplanes. It has been 
assumed at army Iieadiinarters that the Carranza 
triHips are joining lienrtily in tlie task of running 
down Villa, but wliat the Mexican triKips are doing 
is unknown by the Amerie'ans. The soldiers of 
leotli countries are working to tlie same end, but the 
Mexican commanders have not reve.aled to the 
American officers their idan of oi»erations, and 
just wliere llie troops are who are supposed to be 
cooperating witli the Americans is unknown. Gen- 
eral Persliing reported teKlay that tlie garrison at 
Casas Grandes was “friendl.v. but passive.” In 
the same reinirt lie said tliat tlie Mormon colonists 
there liMiked upon the Americans us tlieir “res- 
cuers.” New estimates by General Pershing placed 
Villa's losses in killed, xvoniided and deserted since 
crossing tlie line to attack Colnmlins at 200. 

From I.rf>iidon ti dispati-li of yesterday said: “Ger- 
niiiii.v’s long- threatened rntbless sniiniarine cain- 
Iiaigii against all ships iHuiiid for Great Britain, 
witlumt regard for tlie sufet.v of iieiitral vessels or 
their crews, ap|ieiirs to Ik* in full swing. All dii.v 
today news and rumors of the sinking of neutral 
sliips ami killing of memtters of tlieir crews con- 
tinued to reach l.oiidon. and tliere were reports ap- 
imrently siibstiMitinted by the landing of large 
nnmlH'rs of Daiiisli and Norwegian sailors that 
several vessels whose names had not lieen given 
out had iK-en sunk in addition to those defiiiitel.v 
reporteii. 'Plie vessels reiKirted sunk liy sulimarines 
todii.v were; Daiiisli steamer Skodslxirg, of 1,007 
tons; seventeen niemlMTs of tlie crew were saved, 
tliree iM'iiig lost; Norwegian steamer laingelie. 974 
tons: engineer killed, sixteen members of crew 
saved; Britisli steamer I’ort Dallionsie, six men 
saved, remainder of crew missing. Tlie Skmlsliorg 
sailed from Norfolk on Kebrnar.v 21 for Helsing- 
liorg, Sweden, and was last rejiorted jiassing tlie 
Lizard on Mareli 11. She was a steamer 270 feet 
long, built in CoiM'iihagen in 1902 and owned in 
Coix-nliageii. Tlie Port Dallionsie was a vessel of 
1.744 tons, 250 feet long and was owned in King- 
ston, (Iiitario. 

From El I’aso a dispatch of yesterda.v sa.vs: Car- 
ranza troops stiitioned at Casas Gramles and other 
Jioints of tliat section at the time General I’erslilng 
liegan bis iiiareb into Mexico now are loeatc'd at 
Juarez, oiiposite El Paso, and in tlie rear of Gen- 
eral Persliiiig’s eoliimiis. if was antlioritativcly 
stated today. No reason lias I«*en assigned for the 
transfer of troops from iHiints inland to the border. 
From relialile soun-es it is stated also tliat in one 
instance a Carranza detaeliint'iit allowed Villa 
to pass southward on receipt of a message from tlie 
liandit leader that lie was not warring against 
Mexico. A clash between tlie Villista and Carran- 
zista forces is imminent, according to advices re- 
ceived liere toda.v tlirougli General Giivira, tlie Car- 
ranza commander at .Iniirez. Villa, fleeing south 
liefore tlie rapidl.v advancing American troops, is 
apparently trying to break tlirnngh tlie Jlexiean- 
Amerioan eordon closing in alMuit the Laguna- 
Babricora region. He is seeking a liM>pliole in the 
direction of Nnniiqnipa through whicli he can es- 
cniM* into tlie mouiitains around Gerrero and Sant.a 
Ana. the familiar ground wliere he commenced his 
career as a bandit. 

Y'esterda.y afternoon’s statement from the war 
offiee at Berlin said: “Favored Ji.v good conditions 
for observation, there was very pronounced activity 
on the part of artillery and aeroplanes on Iwt'h 
sides. In the Jleuse sector and in the plain of the 
Woevre artillery engagements continued to be es- 
pecially violent yesterday. To prevent us from 
pushing oiir lines further toward the defensive i)o- 
sitions of the enemy in tlie iieighliorliood of Fort 
Donaumont and tlie village of Vaux, tlie Frencli 
delivered a fruitless attack with parts of a division 
recently brought up against the village of Vanx. 
They were repul.sed witli heavy losses. In an aerial 
battle Lieutenant voti Altliaus brouglit down his 
foiirtli aeroplane over enemy lines west of Lihons, 
is announced, while Lieutenant Boelke brouglit 
down Ids twelfth miiehine over the forest of Forges. 
Tlie enemy lost_ three other aeroplanes.” 

A Paris dispatch of yesterday said: “Repulse of 
a German infantry attack against the Pepper 
Heights positions, four miles north of Verdun, was 
announced by tlie war office this afteriKKin. The 
Germans attacked after an .artillery homh.ardmeiit 
of tlie F'reneh iKisitions. The assault showed the 
same lack of spirit displayed by the Germans in 
recent figliting around Vcrdiin and was stopiK'd by 
French gnus. West of the Men.se violent cannonad- 
ing occniTt'd last night in the region soutli of Mal- 
nneonrt. west of Dead JIan liill. Intermittent 

iiombiirdment around Vaux village, northeast of 
Verdun, and lively cannonading around Eparges on 
the Meuse liiglits to the southeast were reported In 
this afternoon’s official statement from the war 
office.” 

Allied aeroplanes yesterday bombarded the Bel- 
gian coast town of Zeebrngge. All returned. The 
following official statement was made: In the early 
hours of the morning a combined force of approxi- 
mately fift.v Britisli. Frencli and Belgian aeroiilancs 
and seaplanes, iiccomiiaiiied by fifteen fighting ma- 
cliiiies. left and attacked tlie German seaidane 
station at Zeebnigge and tlie aermlrome at Hont- 
tare, near Zeebrngge. Consideriilile damage apix'ars 
to liave been iloite. The iiiacliiiies on tiu* average 
carried 21K) pounds of ImiiiiIis. All tlie machines re- 
turned safely. Oiu' Belgian officer is reported se- 
riously wounded. All the Britisli machines re- 
ferred to were naval. 

A dispateli from Basi'l. Switzerland, says: Wlien 

twenty-three allied aeroplanes raided MuUioiise. 
iipiKT Alsace, tlic greatest aerial battle of the war 
occurred. Accounts just rcacliing here declare 
that more tliaii fifty iiiachiaes were fighting at such 
close iiuarters tliat tlie (Jernian anti-aircraft guns 
had to cease fire in order to avoid iiittiiig tlieir 
own machines. One Frencli airman rammed a tier- 
man iiiacliiiie. wliieli fell in flames. Five German 
ai'roplaiies and three Frencli fell, tlie oecnpaiits of 
all being killed. Even while tlie allieil airman 

were figliting they drop|>ed a mimlier of Is.iiibs 
upon military isisitioiis. Mnny thousands of i>er- 
soiis witnessed tlie eomliat.

been mad<‘ known for tlie good and siiffieient reason 
that tlie Kentucky commission lias not yet made 
public the raeing dates. But whatever tlie date, 
there is small elianee indeed for aii.v liorse making 
ready in tlie climate that has made only meager 
training operations possible. Some of the eastern 
sportsmen wlio will try for the rich prize, realizing 
the liiindieap in tliis c<dd elime, have lieen fitting 
tlieir liorses either in Kentucky or at one or otlier 
of the available sontliern training grounds, and 
tliey will enjoy a big advantage over those to be 
sliipped from New York. 

Trainer John McCormick, who is making the James 
Butler liorses read.v for the racing season, will not 
fall into the mistake made b.v trainer Benson last 
year when I’ebbles was unduly hurried, and it is 
entirely iMissible that Spur, the candidate from tliat 
stable, will hot even be sliipi>ed west. 

Most of tlie Butler racing string is now quar- 
tered at the Yonkers track, and each one is tlie 
picture of robust health. The exercise has been 
taken on a covered track that has nine laps to 
the mile and it is imssible to gallop smartly 
there, but it xvould not be possible to tigh- 
ten a liorse up for a raee like the Derby. If 
the weather would moderate' to such an extent that 
it would be possible to bring tlie horses out of 
doors, tills inside gulloiiiiig will bring them to a 
condition when moderately fast work can begin at 
once, but tlie outside work is an absolut** necessity. 

Tlie seven Harry Payne Whitney eligibles tliat 
trainer .lames Rowe lias named for the Kentiick.v 
Derby are still at Brookdale, but Rowe is better 
tH|uipi)ed in the matter of a covered track tlian 
any of tlie otlier trainers. His slieltijred training 
track at Hrookdale is five laps to the mile and he 
is such a wizard witli a horse that lie doubtless 
lias bis horses well advanced, but it is doubtful if 
even Rowe will lie able to have liis string ready 
in the severe weather that has prevailed. 

Jolin Sanford alrvady has George Smith and St. 
Isidore, ids !)<>rb.v candidates, luaking ready on a 
southern training ground and there will ' lx* no 
weather excuse for tlieir not being ready. Frank 
-Nolan, of the Beverw.vck Stalile, also Ims liis can- 
didate. Lena Misha, winner of the Belmont Park 
Juvenile, the first time lie started, in suitable 
training latitude. Tlie son of King .lames and 

Gatien Belle is in Lexington and tlie reports of his 
tr.iining have been eminently satisfactory. 

It will be remembered that Ix'iia Misha went 
wrong shortly after his high-class performance in 
the Juvenile and lie was never aide to come back 
to tliat running. He bad rounded to at the end 
of the season and Mr. Nolan now eonfidentl.v ex- 
pect.s him to come back a gixHl colt. He is an 
individual of impressive conformation and his race 
in the Juvenile, wlien lie literally ran away from 
liis opponents. i>ro<-lainied him ii good one. 

Altogether tlie easterners are i>arti«'nliirly xvell 
represented in tlie Kentucky Dcrliy of this year, 
lint it is donlitful if ever before tliey were so' ser- 
iously handica|>ped in the way of iueieiiient training 
weatlier.

If tliere is -i 
Iirofit above 6 per cent, mxin tin* capital invested' 
iill.xncli excess sliall Ix* paid to the state. ’

would Ix* glad to see.
